mission to  stay;  five  of  the 
seven  have  remained  and  lodged 
appeals  and  the  other  two  left; 
and  2*  have  disappeared  in 
Montreal.

The  first  break  In  this  pattern 
occurred  early  in  1956.  when  the  De- 
partment of  National  Defence  decided 
that  the  Velvet  Glove  lacked  the 
speed  and  range  necessary  to  deal 
with  the  new  Soviet  bombers,  and 
ordered  development  work  on  it 
stopped.

105.  The  Astra  and  Sparrow  pro- 
grams have  been  disconUnued.  Cana- 
da's air  defence  is  now  to  be  based 
— in  some  part,  at  least  — on  the 
Bomarc.  a long  range  ground  to-air 
missile  produced  in  the  United  States. 
Canada  is  negotiating  for  the  pur- 
chase of  Bomarcs,  together  with 
launching  equipment  and  a new 
guidance  system  required  for  their 
efficient  operation.  Similarly,  it  was 
announced  that  the  Canadian  Army 
was  buying  the  Lacrosse,  a missile 
designed  for  ground  warfare,  from 
the  U S.

This  is  not  auite  what  is  sought  by  the 
commission,  but  its  demands  for  credit 
signs  approach  that  stage.

Within  a few  days  you'll  be 
seeing  the  new  1959  cars,  or  at  least 
pictures  of  them.  You’ll  *ee  the  beau- 
tiful line  of  Chrysler  products, 
which  I examined  at  Chrysler  Cor- 
poration's Windsor  plant,  and  also 
the  Ford.  GM  and  Sludebaker  lines. 

The  Chrysler  people  speak, 
rightly  enough,  of  their  ‘‘big,  roomy, 
comfortable  quality  built  cars."  And 
I am  sure  their  competitors  are  not 
stinting  in  their  praise  of  their  partic- 
ular products.  But  all  of  them  are 
offering  their  sleek,  colored,  chcsmcd, 
finned,  super-powered  creations  with 
an  anxiety  they  cannot  conceal. 

You  see.  last  year  15  per  cent 
of  you  refused  to  buy  their  cars.  In- 
stead you  bought  Volkswagens,  Ren- 
ault*, Consuls.  Morrises,  Austins  and 
other  small,  foreign  made  cars  be- 
cause they  are  cheaper  and  more 
economical  to  run.  You  passed  up 
luxury  travel  when  you  bought  them. 
You  settled  for  transportation  and 
lower  monthly  payments.

We  are  surprised  at  the  small-minded- 
ness of  the  whole  affair,  and  shocked  by 
the  mayor's  statement  that  one  member 
of  the  commission  had  threatened  to  vote 
against  further  grants  to  the  City  if  the 
CIDC  credit  sigas  in  dispute  are  not 
erected.  Such  a stand,  if  taken,  would  be 
incomprehensible.  In  any  event,  it  is  a 
great  pity  that  the  commision  should 
demean  itself- by  demanding  “we-did-it" 
credits;  the  public  does  not  ask  for  signs 
proclaiming  "we-paid-for-it.” 


President  R.  W.  Todgham  of 
Chrysler  Corp.  of  Canada  favors  the 
tough-lt-out  strategy.  While  admitting 
that  small  oar  sales  are  high,  he  also 
produces  reassuring  explanations: 

In  1950  small  cars  got  24  per  cent 
of  the  market,  but  there  was  a short- 
age of  Canadian  cars.  He  compares 
1950  with  1955,  when  there  were  lots 
of  Canadian  cars,  and  Import  sales 
dropped  to  6 per  cent 

Last  year,  he  says,  It  was  the 
recession  that  caused  one  out  of 
every  seven  car  buyers  to  settle  for 
a small  car.  Now  that  the  economy 
is  on  the  up  grade,  he  looks  for  the 
big  car  to  come  back  into  It*  own. 

But  he  has  some  Insurance: 
Chrysler  has  bought  a 25  per  cent 
Interest  in  the  Simca,  a French  car, 
and  Is  Importing  Simcas.  The  think- 
ing Is  that  if  a buyer  won't  go  for 
a Plymouth  or  Dodge,  maybe  he'll  buy 
a Simca  instead  of  a Volks  or  Morris. 


Proclamation  in  January 


We  may  be  sure  that  these  deci- 
sions were  not  made  lightly.  They 
have  been  forced  upon  the  govern- 
ment by  revolutionary  change*  in 
mililary  science  and  by  the  ever-in- 
creasing difficulty  and  expense  of 
producing  the  weapons  which  grow 
constantly  more  complicated.  It  may 
well  be  that  large  purchases  from  the 
United  States  arc  the  only  means  of 
securing  an  efficient  defence  for  this 
country  In  a reasonable  time  and  at 
a tolerable  cost.  Nevertheless,  the 
change  In  policy  brings  Its  own 
penalty.  We  are  becoming  unhealth- 
ily dependent  on  another  country  for 
the  means  to  defend  ourselves. 

Some  of  the  implications  of  this 
were  spelled  out  by  Dr.  Mackenzie. 
Hr  warned  that  the  present  trend 
may  wind  up  by  placing  all  Canadian 
mill  is ry acfefitl He  research  in  United 
States  hands,  and  forcing  Canada's 
ablest  scientists  to  seek  employment 
with  U.S.  firms.  He  went  on: 

In  this  arrangement  we  buy 
their  weapons,  we  are  trained 
and  directed  by  them  and  we 
provide  their  forces  with  bases 
and  facilities  In  appropriate  area s 
across  our  country. 


in  the  value  of  all  estates  before  taxation 
commences.  In  many  circumstances 
estates  of  domiciled  Canadians  up  to 
$53,000  will  be  freed  from  federal  levy. 
Where  widows  survive  the  exemption  is 
lifted  to  $60,000;  and  special  further  pro- 
vision is  made  for  them,  and  for  others 
with  equivalent  obligations,  where  minor 
children  or  dependent  invalids  survive. 
In  the  new  measure  also  Canada  is  taking 
this  opportunity  to  bring  its  succession 
duty  regulations  more  into  line  with  the 
corresponding  practice  in  other  countries; 
as  indicated  by  perusal  of  Part  II  of  the 
new-  statute  dealing  with  property  outside 
of  Canada.  Another  change  defines  in 
clearer  form  the  situs  of  property  left  by 
a testator,  which  should  help  to  clear  up 
a long-debated  matter.  The  new  law  may 
make  revision  of  wills  advisable  in  some 
instances. 


THE  Estates  Tax  Act,  enacted  by 
Parliament  at  the  last  session  to  take 
the  place  of  the  Succession  Duty  Act,  was 
passed  as  a proclamation  measure.  That 
is,  it  will  not  become  law  until  a federal 
order  in  council  sets  the  date  at  which 
it  will  apply.  Acting  Minister  J.  M.  Mac- 
donnell  In  a formal  announcement  this 
week  stated  that  the  new  statute  would 
come  into  force  on  January  1,  1959. 

The  measure  will  affect  a wide  range 
of  individuals,  corporations,  trusts  and 
other  agencies  throughout  the  nation 
through  a basic  easement  in  the  high 
rate  of  succession  duties  on  smaller 
estates,  and  a partially  altered  method 
of  reckoning  the  value  of  property  for 
death  duty  purposes. 

Under  the  Estate  Tax  Art  there  will 
be  a minimum  basic  exemption  of  $40, 000 


Because  of  the  limited  market, 
the  Canadian  industry  could  nof  by 
itself  design,  develop  and  produce  a 
small  car  which  would  be  competi- 
tive In  price  with  imported  European 
cars.

However,  the  Big  Three  in  Det- 
roit already  have  gone  a long  way 
In  designing  and  developing  small 
cars.  None  has  yet  invested  the  J250.- 
000,000  required  to  tool  up  for  produc- 
tion. There  are  rumors  that  Ford  and 
GM  are  about  to  leap  In— and  if  one 
does,  they  all  will.  And  only  if  Detroit 
takes  the  plunge  can  Windsor  come 
out  with  small  Canadian  cars. 


Tf  you’re  not  in  the  auto  business, 
It’s  easy  to  philosophize  that  this 
provides  the  Europeans  with  dollars 
to  buy  more  of  our  wheat,  newsprint 
and  other  export*.  But  in  Windsor 
they  don’t  sell  wheat  and  newsprint 
So  the  Industry  Is  on  the  knife- 
edge  of  Indecision.  Should  the  auto 
makers  design  and  produce  a North 
American  small  car  to  meet  the  ob- 
vious demand  for  small  cars— thereby 
undercutting  their  blg-car  sales?  Or 
should  they  txrat  the  small  car  boom 
as  an  ephemeral  thing,  and  tough 
It  out?

It  took  10  years  and 
five  trials  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Pennsylvania  de- 
clared another  poor  fellow  in- 
nocent because  “the  evidence 
. . . was  far  from  sufficient.” 
The  testimony  of  Warden 
Lawcs  regarding  men  and 
women  sentenced  lo  the  death 
penalty— “In  one  respect  they 
were  alt  alike  All  are  poor 
and  most  of  them  friendless" 
—should  make  us  think  It  is 
hideous  to  think  that  the  law 
favors  tho*«  who  can  employ 
ahle  counsel.  The  finding  of 
the  Royal  Commission  Is  also 
valuable  that  the  rates  of 
homicide  "are  conditioned  by 
other  factors  than  the  death 
penalty." 

But  the  basic  problem  Is  ex- 
pressed  In  the  title  of  Henry 
Weihoffen'i  book.  ‘The  Urge 
to  Punish."  A great  deal  of 
the  Insistence  on  capital  pun- 
ishment contains  as  much 
vicious  fear  and  hate  as  the 
criminal  himself  Didn't  Jesus 
say  that  the  man  with  hatred 
in  his  heart  was  a murderer?

lops  air  U8*lcs«  for  the  compost  heap, 
they  /ne  best  stacked  loosely  to  dry 
oUt.  sod  want  unity  burnt. 

Nn  effort  I*  made  to  clean  up  the 
bulbs  at  this  stage.  They  aie  stored  in 
ahnllitw  boxes  or  flats,  complete  with 
roots,  bulhietji  and  any  dirt  which  may 
still  cling  to  them  and  for  the  fir'd 
lour  week*  should  he  kept  in  a warm, 
well  ventilated  place  at  a temperature 
between  70  and  80  degrees.

GERANIUMS 

If  only  a few  plants  are  to  be  win- 
tered, rut  the  lops  and  branches  hack 
by  about  half  their  length,  trim  hack 
the  roots,  and  pot  them  up.  Give  one 
good  watering  to  settle  the  soil,  then 
maintain  on  the  dry  side  all  winter. 
Give  full  sun,  but  in  a cool  room,  pre- 
ferably between  50  and  60  degrees. 

With  a greater  number  of  plants, 
trim  the  tops  and  roots  and  plant  close 
together  in  boxen  of  soil.  Give  a little 
water  while  planting,  hut  no  more  all 
winter.  Store  In  a very  eoo|  part  of  the 
basement,  or  anV  frostproof  place, 
and  It  is  some  advantage  If  they  can 
he  given  a llnle  light,  as  from  * cel- 
ler  or  garage  window.  The  essence  of 
the  treatment  Is  cool  air  and  dry 
•oil. 

The  prttnedoff  portions  can  he 
rooted  in  slightly  dampened  vrrmicu- 
lite  to  make  more  plants.
